Unger school has 


impressive record 


After seven years, since 
its beginnings in 1963, the 
Evelyn Unger School (for- 
merly Edmonton Aphasic 
School) has its own attrac- 
tive and carefully designed 
permanent location at 6755- 
88 Street, Edmonton, 

The school has a director 
seven teachers, two speech 
therapists, teaching assist- 
ants and a necessary secre- 
tarial staff to handle the 
preparation of curricula 
materials, etc, 

Its objective is being ach- 
ieved. Fifteen students from 
the school integrated with 
the regular school systems 
in 1969, Fourteen integrated 
in 1968, This is anoutstand- 
ing record of performance, 

The Evelyn Unger School 
is now owned and operated 
by the Language and Learn- 
ing Development Associa- 
tion of Edmonton, It provides 
highly specialized pre- 
school and primaryteaching 
for children who, though not 
mentally retarded, suffer 
from brain malfunctions 
which handicap their normal 
learning and language abilit- 
fes, The school works in 
close co-operation with the 
Edmonton Public and Sep- 
arate School Boards and the 
Department of Education, 

They are interested inthe 
child who is of average, 
above average, or of near 
average intelligence, with 
an auditory and/or visual 
difficulty, 

The earlier the process 
of training is initiated, the 
greater are the results ob- 


tained, Early education for 
these children is stressed 
otherwise difficulties en- 
countered through his in- 
ability to cope with school 
and home situations and cone 
stantly being misunderstood 
cause him to be often hper- 
active with an impulsive be- 
haviour pattern creating an 
overlay or severe psycholo- 
gical problem, He is so 
accustomed to under-ach- 
jeving in negative environ- 
ments that he soon ceases 
to try to learn, 

By 1966 school had ex- 
panded its full-time per- 
sonnel, established various 
curricula for different types 
of students and purchased 
or constructed many teach- 
ing aids, In the fall of 1966 
the school received the Rea= 
ders’ Digest Award for the 
outstanding new rehabilita- 
tion program in Canada, 


THE PRESENT PROBLEM 


The present problem can 
be stated very simply: Chil- 
dren in need vs. available 
operating dollars, 

For each of the children 
who have reached school 
age, the school receives 
from the educational auth- 
orities a grant of $840 per 
school year, For those under 
the school age they receive 
nothing. The total cost to 
teach one child for one year 
is $1,500. Therefore $660 
must be raised for each 
school age child plus $1500 
for each pre-school child,

From the first it was de- 
cided the association should 
be self supporting. To this 
end regular monthly dances 
were organized, and for the 
first six years were held in 
Cloverdale.

The Alberta farmer unable to make a 
living on his land is no longer chained 
to his investment. Today, he can seek 
the assistance of the Alberta Depart- 
ment of Agriculture's farm consolida- 
tion program, Under this program, the 
farmer can appeal to one of the 15 
farm adjustment committees establish- 
ed in the province for help in improv- 
ing his position. 


The committees, made up of six local 
farmers and representatives from the 
provincial Departments of Agriculture, 
Lands and Forests, and Municipal 
Affairs, recommend proper action to 
the government. This may take the 
form of purchase of the land, with the 
farmer moved to a more productive 
area or retrained in a vocation more 
suitable and desirable for him. 


It may be recommended that the 
Department assist the farmer to en- 
large his holdings to make them a 
productive unit. Purchased land, if 
suitable, may be made available to 
neighboring farmers or, if sub-margin- 
al, may be retained by the government 
for forestry of recreational purposes, 
Last year, the farm consolidation 
program bought 363 parcels of land at 
a total cost of close to $1 million. Of 
these, 131-were retained for agricul- 
tural purposes, the remainder were set 
aside for watershed and wildlife con- 
servation, recreation and forestry re- 
serves,

A_toy should be suitable 


for the age and ability of 
a child: 

When purchasing rattles 
and similar {afant toys avoid 
the thin brittle plastic be- 
cause it is extremely splin- 
tery and dangerous when 
broken, besides the parts of 
the nolse-makers inthe bro- 
ken rattle can be swallowed, 
Be sure that any visible bells 
and balls incorporated into 
infant toys are of a size too 
large to swallow should they 
become detached. 

Check to see_ that the 
wheels of push or pull toys 
are securely fastened aiid 
will not pull off, leaving a 
sharp, exposed axle, The 
rod on a push toy should 
terminate in some form of 
securely fastened knob, 

Durability and ruggedness 
are important: 

Metal cars and trucks 
should be examined for 
shar as these can 
give nasty cuts; wooden 
trucks and toys should be 
fastened with screws rather 
than nails which can work 
thelr way out and become a 
potential hazard 

Arrows and darts intended 
for young children should be 
protected by a firmly att- 
ached rubber tp or suction 
cup, 

Play housekeeping equip- 
ment which ts primarily in- 
tended for the three, four 
and five-year-old groups 
should not be electrical.

Two to four years: (The 
play of the child becomes 
more vigorous) -- climbing 
toys, riding toys, swings, 
ladders, teeter-totters, 
Simple construction sets, 
cars, crayons, chalk, paints 
with large brushes, picture 
books, 

Five to six years: (Crea- 
tivity and independence are 
developing in the child) -- 
skipping ropes, balls, scoot- 
ers, skates, toboggans, 
more complicated const ruc- 
tlon sets or puzzles, art 
materials 

Six to elght years: (This 
{s a period of physical, so- 
clal and educational devel- 
opment) -= more realistic 
toys, dolls’ clothes, con- 
struction sets, games, hand 
puppets, junior handicrafts, 
athletic equipment, books 

Nine to 12 years: (This 
{s an outgoing, social group 
-- Sports equipment, hobby 
equipment, musical instru- 
ments, senfor construction 
sets, beginner science sets, 
model kits, knitting, wood- 
working, drawing, painting 
sets, games, 

Twelve and up: (This 
group considers Itself near- 
ly adult) -- toys for this 
age group will depend on 
their special hobbies or in- 
terests about which they 
Should be consulted,

Consumer and Corporate Af- 
fairs Minister Ron Basford to- 
day introduced an omnibus bill 
proposing a total approach to 
provide consumers with basic 
information on all packaged 
goods, 

The proposed Consumer 
Packaging and Labelling Act 
is complemented by Bill S-5, 
a new Weights and Measures 
Act already introduced in the 
Senate, 

“These bills will enable us 
to begin answering the com- 
plaints consumers have been 
making for years about con- 
flicting regulations and con- 
fusing practices which make it 
difficult to compare values,’’ 
Mr, Basford said, 

The Consumer Packaging and 
Labelling Bill would impose 
new uniform standards on the 
declaration of net quantities 
of the packaged goods, False 
labelling will become a new 
general offence; it will also

If you are like me you'll 
need this so read carefully. 

1, Inadequate traction to go: 
Inability to move from astand- 
still; climb slippery hills is 
the effect of inadequate trac- 
tion which all contribute to an 
increased accident hazard, 

Remedy: Smooth application 
of power; restrict power app- 
lication below wheel-spinning 
level; avoid hard turns in deep 
snow, 

2. Reduced ability to stop: 
Braking distance increased by 
three to 12 times because of 
reduced traction due to snow 
and ice on the road, 

Remady: Slow down; get the 
feel of the road and increase 
following distance accordingly 
from three to 12 times, Learn 
to stop safely by ‘‘pumping’’ 
and ‘‘feathering’’ your brakes, 
Use discretion when gearing 
down, Too mich gearing down 
may cause the drive wheels to 
Slide and start adangerous side 
skid or jack-knife; release the 
clutch immediately and let the 
wheels roll to correct this con- 
dition, 

3. Temperature effect on 


starting and stopping ability: 
As the temperature rises to- 


become slippery, ine 
creasing the hazard in start- 
ing and stopping. The braking 
distance on snow and ice doub- 
les as temperature rises from 
0 to 32 F, 

Remedy: Periodically get the 
feel of the road; slow down; 
adjust your following distance 
to compensate for stopping dis- 
tance changes due to tempera- 
ture variation, 

4. Ice and snow made slick 
by traffic: Polishing action by 
spinning and sliding greatly 
increases slipperiness of al- 
ready hazardous road surface 
particularly at intersections 
and hills causing traffic tie- 
ups and accidents due to in- 
creased braking distance, 

Remedy: Learn to anticipate 
and recognize this condition on 
intersections, curves and hills 
and compensate by slowing 
down; 

(a) Before reaching the in- 
tersection, 

(b) Before reaching the hill, 

(c) Before reaching the curve 

5. Reduced ability to see and 
to be seen: You must be ableto 
see danger to avoid {t and your 
lights and glass areas are the 
means to this end, 

Remedy: Clear your wind« 
shield, side and rear windows 
and mirror. Wipe your head- 
light, stop, tail, and turn sige 
nal lights and ensure they are 
serviceable, Ensure your win- 
dshield wipers are serviceable 


6. Skidding: Is the result of 
Sliding or spinning wheels and 
some outside force acting on 
the vehicle - such as the later- 
al force as in a curve, Further 
causes are overpowering, 
overbraking and oversteering, 

Remedy: Steering instantly 
in the direction of a rear wheel 
skid is a natura] reaction and 
no more counter-action is nee- 
ded to head the vehicle back 
on its course, 

Steer just enough to corr- 
ect the skid,
